Champion Aviatrix Killed 


Flying at Altitude of 1,000 Feet When 
Plane Gives Way. 

Miss Laura Bromwell, holder of the 
loop-the-loop record for women and 
one of the best known women pilots 
in the world, was killed at Mitchell 
Field, Mineola, N.Y. 

Miss Bromwell was flying at an al- 
titude of about 1,000 feet when the 
accident happened. She had just 
completed one loop and was about to 
make a second when something went 
wrong with the plane and it crashed 
to the ground. 

Miss Bromwell, whose home was 
in Cincinnati, was 23 years old, She 
established her loop-the-loop record 
on May 15 last last when she executed 
199 loops in an hour and twenty min- 
utes, That same afternoon she p'lot- 
ed an airplane over a two mile 
straight-away course at the rate of 135 
miles an hour, 

The machine in which Miss Brom- 
well was flying was equirped with a 
Curtis motor and was manufactured 
in Canada. It was of the so-called 
Canadiah J.N. 4 type.

Last Year Force Consisted of 1,671 
Men of all Ranks, 

Last year the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police consisted of 1,671 
men of all ranks, having 942 horses 
and 113 dogs 

They maintained 11 Divisional 
Posts, and were divided into 127 De- 
tachments of which 97 were in the 
four western provinces extending 
from the Upper Great Lakes to the 
Pacific Coast. 

During the year the force purchased

China and Germany are apparently 
no closer to an actual restoration of 
diplomatic relations than they were 


,; six months ago, in spite of the fact 


that unofficial delegations are at work 
in both countries trying to perfect a 
treaty, ' 

Herr von Borch heads the German 
delegation which is working in Pe- 
king and Dr, Chang is chairman of 
the Chinese delegation which is living 
at the Chinese legation in Berlin. 


Although China passed a resolution 
declaring it was at peace with Ger- 
many, following the refusal of the 
Chinese to sign the Versailles Treaty 
because of the disposition made of 
Shantung province, the Chinese Gov- 
ernment has not yet abrogated its 
legislation forbidding Germans to 
carry on business in China, 

Consequently, German firms are 
unable to conduct business with the 
Chinese in the name of German citi- 
zens, While the Chinese war legisla- 
tion is not rigidly enforced, ,it still 


| stands on the Chinese statute books, 


and German trade is not regarded 
as safe until there is some written 
between Ciing and Ger- 
many which will prevent legal com- 
plications. 

It now seems unlikely that China 
will sign a treaty with Germany 
until the United States devises some 
plan of restoring diplomatic relations 
with Germany. China followed Am- 
erica's lead in breaking off diplomatic 
relation with Germany and did not 
enter the war against the Central 
Powers until the United States had 
done so, 

When China entered the-war it was 
as an associated power, and not as 
an allied power of the Entente. And 
now it stands with the United States 
as non-signatory to the Versailles 
Treaty and critical of the provisions 
of that treaty, China is a member of 
the League of Nations, however, hav- 
ing gained admission to that body by 
signing the Austrian Treaty. 

Theoretically, China is at peace 
with Germany, It has so declared 
itself by legal enactment. But all 
the legal steps necessary for the res- 
toration of diplomatic relations must 
be taken before peaceful relations and 
commercial interchanges are poss- 
ible. 

China and Germany have not ex- 
changed ministers and consuls. Dr, 
Chang has the same uncertain posi- 
tion in Berlin that Ellis Loring 
Dresel, the American Commissioner, 
holds. Both the Chinese and Ameri- 
can representatives are in Germany 
the courtesy of the 
tument.
